Administrators Scored. 

The administrators were guilty or 
fraud, it is claimed, in that the law 
required persons applying for admin- 
istration on the estate must be either 
creditors or next of kin. The evidence 
submitted showed, it is asserted, that 
instead of the temporary administra- 
tors being creditors of the estate, they 
were debtors. They did not claim to 
be next of kin. 

Speaking of the administrators, the 
court declares: 

“To the dead mn not one of them 
was even remotely related. While there 
were that day in the house of the One?

now contended were of ‘his inheritable 


blood, they were kept in utter ignorance,

REV. JOSIAH STRONG 
PASSES TO UNKNOWN 


President of Social Service In- 
stitute—Originated Safety 
First“ Movement. 


New York, April 28.—The Rev. Jo- 
siah Strong, president since 1902 of 
the American Institute for Social Serv- 
ice, president of the Social Center As- 
sociation of America, former president 
of the American Foreign and Christian 
editor and author, died here 
today. He was born in Naperville, III., 
in 1847, was graduated from Western 
Reserve college in 1869, and from Lane 
Theological seminary in 1871. He was 
ordained to the Congregational min- 
istry the same year. He was from 
1881-1884 secréaétary of the Home Mis- 
sionary society for Ohio, Kentucky, 
West Virginia and western Pennsyl- 
vana, and for ten years was secretary 
of the Evangelical Alliance for the 
United States. 

Since 1908 Dr. Strong had been edi- 
tor of a magazine called Gospel of 
the Kingdom.” He ‘wrote a number 
of books dealing with social better- 
ment and religious subjects. 

The “Safety First” movement is de- 
clared to have had its origin with the 
efforts of Dr. Strong. The American 
Institute for Social Service, which he 
organized, embraced a movement de,; 
signed to bring about social and in- 
dustrial betterment and was § instru- 
mental in developing the general adop- 
tion of safety devices in industries the 
world over. Dr. Strong went to Eng- 
land in 1904, organizing there a Brit- 
ish branch of the-institute, and in 
1909 and 1910 he extended the move- 
ment to South American countries 
through personal activities there.

thousand dollars: was also entered on the 
boo of the estate, and expenditures in 
considerable amounts were made. None of 
these things could temporary administra- 
tors lawfully have done. Their sole duty 
is to collect and take care of the effects of 
the deceased. (Code, section 3935.) In the 
meantime, no bond to secure the vast per- 
sonality of the estate had been taken. But 
now the bill before this court at the instance 
of citizens of other states was filed. It was 
instantly perceived that it was judicious to 
furnish some sort of protection to the large 
volume of liquid assets. 

“To do this the putative administrators 
gave bond in the sum of a million dollars. 
Their surety was a great bonding company. 
It is gravely to be doubted whether any 
step in their equivocal conduct was more 
hazardous or more abhorrent to public 
policy than the means by which the sig- 
nature of the security on the bond was 
obtained. Among the other assets in the 
hands of the administrators were stocks and 
bonds of unquestionable value, to the 
amount of five hundred thousand dollars. 
If these men were administrators’ de jure, 
with the possession of these securities they 
could not part, save after formal proceed- 
ings with public notice and due order of 
the court. In fact they placed them under 
the joint control of the surety company and 
themselves. and no special deposit in the 
National Bank of Athens. In this way the 
trust was made to become surety for itself. 
Those large values of the estate were 
pledged as security against the misconduct 
or the mismanagement of the administra- 
tors. In the Thirtieth Georgia, in the case 
of vs. „it has been expressly 
held that such disposition of the assets of 
an estate to secure the bond of a fiduciary 
agent is contrary to public policy. Indeed 
so unequivoca] was this misuse of these val- 
uable assets that the bonding company 
formal offer in judicio pending the trial, 
asks and submits to the direction of the 
eourt with regard thereto. 


Power of the Court. 


„It is, however, insisted that this court 
is powerless to grant the relief sought by 
citizens of other states, because their con- 
stitutional right to have their controversy 
determined here, because the doctrine of 
comity between the state and the United 
States courts will prevent it..

“In that case, the supreme court pointed 
out the different doctrines on this subject.

Remedy in Equity. 

It follows that whatever may be the rule 
in regard to wills, as we have seen, admin- 
istration is placed by the law of the state 
on a different footing, and the remedy in 
equity afforded by the state statutes, with 
proper parties and averments, may be made 
readily available in the equity courts of the 
United States. Besides this a long line 
of authorities beginning with Payne vs. 
Hook, 7 Wallace, 425, and ending with 8i- 
mon vs. Southern Railway, 236 U. S., page 
115, confers the general equity jurisdiction 
irrespective of statute, to afford such relief 
to the courts of the United States. 

“It is, however, urged that we should 
deny jurisdiction because in the present state 
of the case the heirs of Zadoc Smith show 
the stronger claim or right of inheritance. 
It would be surprising in view of the finan- 
cial and other assistance afforded them by 
the pseudo administrators and their coun- 
sel was this otherwise. The plaintiffs, how- 
ever, citizens of Louisiana, for the purposes 
of this hearing, show a sufficient claim. 

“They show their right to be heard. They 
show their right to have the evidence tak- 
en according to the established procedure 
in equity.

Other in- 
tervenors, in varying degree, show equal 
rights. They, too, are entitled to be heard. 
It may not be doubted that many influences 
combine to strengthen the claim of the 
heirs of Zadoc Smith. But it is the duty 
of a court of equity to bend the listenin 
ear and hear the plaint of the humblest an 
most obscure. 

In the meantime the estate should be 
preserved. ‘For the reason, then, that the 
appointment of the temporary administra- 
tors on the 11th of December, 1915, was pro- 
cured a fraud, that the ordinary because of 
the prohibition of the statute had no power 
to appoint them, it is for the purposes of 

is case, held that they are not temporary 
administrators, or officers of the court, that 
their possession of the estate of the late 
James M. Smith is not the possession of the 
court or its officers, but is the possession of 
trespassers, or executors de son tort. The 
appointment of the additional administra- 
tors, made on December 14, is less culpa- 
ble, but the record does not disclose their 
right to administration.

THE CONSERVATIONISTS. 


The National Conservation congress, 
which meets in Washington May 2 to 4, in- 
clusive, will have before it at this session 
some of the most important problems con- 
fronting the people of the United States to- 
day in their various industrial and national 


activities. 


Georgia is particularly interested in this 
congress, not only because of the fact that 
the state will be well represented by promi 
nent citizens, who will take part in its de- 
_liberations, but particularly because it is 
presided over by a well-known Georgian, 
State Entomologist E. Lee Worsham. Mr. 
Worsham was chosen president of the asso- 
ciation about a year ago, and has proven 
one of the most popular officials the organ- 
ization has yet had. 

The importance of the congress is attrib- 
utable to several facts. It provides a forum 
for the discussion of all possible problems 
of conservation directed toward the proper 
organization and development of the coun- 
try’s natural resources. In this connection 
it may be pointed out that where the first 
popular idea of conservation was reserva- 
tion, as typified in the Pinchot movement, 
its definition as adopted by the national con- 
servation association is the proper develop- 
ment and employment of these resources, 
waste shall be eliminated and efficiency 
shall rule. 

Th National Conservation congress is not 
only non-political and non-partisan in its 
discussions and deliberations, but opens its 
door to every possible interest that may be 
affected or concerned. Its committees are 
open to representation to every class and 
interest who may be affected, or who may 
desire to join in its discussions. There is 
no such thing about it as the closed door. 
The farmer and the corporation, the 
banker, the borrower, the laborer, the in- 
vestor, all are alike invited to participate 
and take part. 

But when it comes to action there is one 
specific rule laid down, and that is the reso- 
lutions which it adopts shall relate to gen- 
eral principles and not to specific measures. 
The congress, under this rule, will have 
nothing whatever to say for or against any 
pending bill in congress, or a state legisla- 
ture: but it will state what general lines 
should be followed in the best interests of 
the people and the whole country. : 

Altogether, the National Conservation 
congress is one of the most representative 
bodies of business men, farmers and scien- 
tists who get together anywhere in this 
country at any time during the year. The 
coming sessions are of particular interest 
and importance, in that they will deal with 
the great American problem of prepared- 
ness. It will not say that a particular bill 
‘should be passed, but it will set forth that 


> a definite line of action should be followed. 


The whole country will watch with ab- 
Sorbing interest the proceedings of this 
- gession, which may have direct and impor- 
tant bearing on our pending national prob- 
lems.

And as with the west, so with other sec- 
tions; the south coming in for a fair share 
of this travel, which combjnes pleasure with 
financial profit, for it is rich in scenic 
beauty, and offers fine opportunities for the 
investment seeker in undeveloped resources. 

Nothing like getting acquainted with 
one’s own.country! And, barred from Euro- 
pean travel, Americans have learned this, 
and the knowledge has made better Ameri- 
cans of them all. 


CONFIDENT FRANCE.

Impetus also has been giv- 
en the commissioner's campaign to raise the 
standard of the milk furnished Georgians 
by the dairies. To date 200 samples of milk 
have been analyzed by the state chemist and 
the results have been uniformly encourag- 
ing.

Any telephone line over which may be

The Attorney Generals Ruling. 

Editor Constitution: I am in receipt of 
your letters of recent date in which you ask 
my opinion as to whether or not a person 
who is a notary public and ex-officio jus- 
tice of the peacé in this state; and a mem- 
ber of his city council and mayor pro tem. 
of his city, is eligible for the office of pres-

In reply I will say that article N., sec- 

tion 1, paragraph 2 of the Constitution of 

the United States reads as follows:

choosing the electors and their qualifications 
for the office. :

The same doctrine was announced by 
the supreme court of the United States in 
ye case of McPherson ys. Blacker, 146

From the above authorities it appears that 
a presidential elector is not a federal offi- 
cer, but is a state officer. From the same 
authorities it appears that the ‘manner of 
electing these presidential electors is left 
to the states with the exception that the 
time of choosing them, and the day on which 
they give their votes, is regulated by con- 
gress. The federal government imposes no 
restrictions as to their qualifications except 
those mentioned above. 

The question then arises, since these elec- 
tors are state officérs, whether or not the 
States may impose other conditions than 
those mentioned above for qualifications of 
presidential electors. I have been unable 
after diligent search, to find any authority 
on this subject. However, I see no reason 
why the states may not impose other restric- 
tions than those mentioned in the federal 
constitution for the qualifications of elec- 
tors under state laws. 
strictions must be considered’ with the pro- 
visions of the constitution quoted above. If 
the state may prescribe additional qualifi- 
eations for these electors, then section 258 
(4) of the code of this state may be in- 
volved. This section provides, among other 
things, the following:

Under the ruling of the supreme court of 
Georgia in the case of Long vs. Rose, 132 
Ga., 288, I do not think that the fact that 
a person holds an office under a municipal 
government of this state would render him 
ineligible to serve as a presidential elector. 
However, I am inclined to think that a per- 
son holding the office of notary public and 
ex-officio justice of the peace may be con- 
sidered a person holding an office’ of profit 
or trust under the government of this state. 
If such person may be considered as holding 
such office he would be ineligible to hold the 
office of presidential elector provided the 
office of presidential elector may be consid- 
ered “any civil office in this state.“ | 

I have been unabie to find any authority 
on this point. I am inclined to think that 
under the authorities I have cited, a 
holding the office of notary public and ex-of- 
ficio fustice of the peace is ineligible to 
hold the office of presidential elector.

If 
the city needed a fire engine and some one 
in town had one, it would not be unreason- 
able for the man who owned the fire en- 
gine to refuse to let them use it until they 
paid for it. 
“The city is in the attitude of having 
made a contract which it now seeks to re- 
pudiate, after it refused to arbitrate its own 
objections to the plant; it has resisted every 
effort at a prompt determination of the is- 
gues it has raised; it has burdened the com- 
pany in every possible way, while it was 
seeking justice in the courts; it has al- 
lowed the city to suffer hundreds of thou- 
sunds of dollars of direct loss, all in the 
hope that it would beat an honest contractor 
to his knees and force him to give up money 
hich is rightfully his own. 

“The present threat to appeal the case is
